It presents some In­ 
formation regarding the submarine tele­ 
graphs of the world, whieh is especially 
Interesting at this time in view of the 
prospective construction of an all-Ameri­ 
can cable across the Pacific.

that the submarine telegraphs

Their 
aggregate 
length is nearly 200,000 miles; their total 
cost is estimated at $276,000,000, and the 
number of messages annually transmitted 
over them la more than 6,000,000. 
All the 
grand divisions of the earth ore now con­ 
nected by their wires and from country 
to country and island 
to 
Island 
the 
words and thoughts of mankind are In­ 
stantaneously transmitted. 
Beneath 
all 
oceans save the Pacific, the universal lan­ 
guage which this system has created, 
flows uninterruptedly and man talks us 
face to face with ills fellow man at the 
antipodes. 
Darkest Africa 
now 
con­ 
verses daily with enlightened Europe or 
America, and the great events of 
the 
morning are known 
in 
the 
evening 
throughout the inhabited world. 
Adding 
to the submarine lines the land-telegraph 
system* by which they are connected and 
through which they bring Interior points 
ot the various continents Into instantane­ 
ous communication, the total length of 
telegraph lines of the world Is 1,180,000 
miles, the length of their single wires or 
conductors 3,800,000 mile* ana the total 
number of messages annually sent about 
400.000.000, or an average of more than 
1.000.000 each day. 
In the short half century since the prac­ 
ticability of submarine telegraphy was 
demonstrated, the electric wires have in­ 
vaded every ocean except the Pacific. 
Nearly a score of wires have been laid 
ucruss the Atlantic, of which no less than 
thirteen now successfully operate 
be­ 
tween the United States and 
Europe, 
while three others spun the comparatively 
short distance between 
South America 
and the African and South 
European 
coast lines. Throughout the Indian Ocean 
lines connect the Far East with Europe 
and America via the Red Sea, the M ed i­ 
terranean, the western coast of Europe 
and the great Trans-Atlantic lines.

to the

m atters having been rendered chaotic 
by the action by that court during th* 
early summer 
After 
roll call 
the governor's mes­ 
sage, accompanied by a muulcpal code 
hill, prepared under the jurisdiction of 
the chief executive, was rt reived. 
Adjournment WMH then taken. 
In his message, Governor Nash flrgt 
calls attention to the act passed 
last 
May, depriving the supreme court ut 
nearly all appellate 
jurisdiction 
for­ 
merly possessed by 
the court. The re­ 
peal of the act la recommended. 
Continuing, th* message says: 
'’During the last days of June the su 
pre me court of the mute handed down 
several decisions which practically de­ 
prive our municipal corporation* of all 
government. 
It Is apparent that this Is 
an extraordinary occasion which heeds 


remedy s t the earliest possible moment. 
Constitutional government must be re­ 
stored to our cities and villages. 
The 
labor demanded of us is not sa much a 
work of construction as of readjust­ 
ment, Th* question 
now is not what 
we think would 
be a. model municipal 
government but what we can get con­ 
sidering the constitutional 
limitations 
aud the circumstances surrounding un. 
The task must he approached with a 
spirit of give and take and with a de­ 
termination to 
accomplish 
something 
which will bring order out of chaos. It 
Im time enough to attem pt to have our 
favorite ideas In regard to municipali­ 
ties Incorporated into law when order 
has been restored and when the gener­ 
al assembly has ample trim* at Its reg­ 
ular session to discuss 
and 
consider 
them.” 
The governor then traces briefly th* 
history of constitutional government of 
municipalities In Ohio and advised that 
the legislature ignore tho requests for 
a constitutional convention. 
He rec­ 
ommends enacting th* code bill 
em ­ 
bodying his ideas of what la needed.

President Roosevelt got a great re­ 
ception from 
the 5000 or more I eople 
who 
filled Symphony 
hail yesvtruay 
afternoon, and his speech of about half 
an hour was listened to with the clos­ 
est attention throughout—listened to iii 
the 
most thoughtful 
silence at times, 
but punctuated 
with applause, 
which 
was never 
of the 
rip-roaring 
order, 
whenever the president clinched an a r ­ 
gum ent or scored a point in his a d ­ 
dress. 
There was little of the stump speaker 
about the president; it was rather the 
professor expounding a problem and ex­ 
plaining it 
with care bo a lot of stu ­ 
dents, and the attitude of the audience 
partook of exactly this relative condi­ 
tion. 
In his address Pres. Roosevelt said: 
“Gov. Crane, Mayor Collins, Men and 
Women of Boston—I am glad to have 
the chance of saying a 
few' words to 
you this evening. 
There are several 
m atters that 
I should like to discuss, 
and I can say in all sincerity that when 
I come here to New England, when I 
come to Boston, 
I like to go over as 
m any subjects as possible, because 
I 
can get light on them. 
(Laughter and 
applause). I have a great deal of faith 
In your Judgment. 
(Cries of ‘Good.’). 
“I want to take up this evening the 
general question of our economic 
aud 
social relations 
with specific refeience 
to that 
problem with which I 
think 
b u r people are now greatly concerning 
themselves—the problem of our complex 
social conditions as intensified by the 
existence 
of 
the great 
corporations 
which we, rather loosely, designate as 
trusts. 
"Now, 
I want 
to say one 
or two 
things as preliminaries. 
In 
the first 
place, I have not come here to say that 
I have discovered a potent cure-al! for 
the trusts. fLamvhter.) When people’s 
minds arc greatly agitated on any sub­ 
ject, 
and 
especially 
when they 
feel 
deeply but rather vaguely that condi­ 
tions 
are rot right—when 
that is the 
case it is far pleasanter in addressing 
there to be Indifferent as to w’hat you* 
promise. B ut It is much less pleasant 
afterw ard 
when you come 
to try to 
carry 
out w hat has been 
promised.” 
(Laughter.)

“And of course, gentlemen, no laws 
amount to anything unless they are a d ­ 
ministered 
honestly 
and 
fearlessly. 
You have got the administration, but 
the law' unless enforced will amount to 
nothing. 
So that something can be 
done by that. 
“Then I believe—I am not going to 
say I am sure of it—but I believe it is 
possible to frame national legislation 
which shall give us more power than 
we now have, at any rate, over corpor­ 
ations doing an interstate business. 
I 
cannot guarantee that because In the 
past it lias more than once happened 
that we have got laws on the statute 
books which those who made them in­ 
tended to mean one thing and when 
they came up for decision it was found 
that the Intention had not been suc­ 
cessfully put into effect. 
“But I believe that some legislation, 
that additional legislation can be had, 
but I think we have got to make up our 
minds to the fact that if it proves on 
effort that we cannot under the con­ 
stitution as it is give the national ad ­ 
ministration sufficient power in. deal­ 
ing with these great corporations, then 
no m atter what our reverence for the 
past, our duty to the present and the 
future will force us to see that more 
power is conferred upon the national 
government, and w'hen that power has 
been conferred then It will rest with 
the national government to exercise it. 
(Applause.)

After discussing the trust question, 
he said: 
"Now, what I hope to see Is power 
given to the national legislature which 
shall make power real. It would be an 
excellent thing lf you could have all 
the states act on somewhat similar 
lines so that you would make it unnec­ 
essary for the national government to 
act, but all of you know perfectly well 
that the states will not act on similar 
lines. 
"No action has been taken with ref­ 
erence to the question of dealing by 
the states as a collective body with the 
great corporations. 
Here in Massa­ 
chusetts you have w hat I regard on the 
whole as excellent corporation laws. 
"I think that most of our difficulties 
—here again remember that I urn not I 
promising the rnillenlum, It is not In I 
our power to promise th at—I say that J 
most of our difficulties would be In a J 
fair way of solution if we had the 
power (to put on the national statute 
books, and did put on them laws for 
the nation much like those1 which you 
have here on corporations in M assa­ 
chusetts. 
(Applause.) 
So you can see, 
gentlemen, I am not advocating 
any­ 
thing very revolutionary (laughter)—I 
am advocating action to prevent an y ­ 
thing revolutionary being done, 
(Ap­ 
plause.) 
“Now, lf we can get adequate con­ 
trol by the nation of 
these 
corpora­ 
tions, 
then we can 
pass 
legislation 
which will give us the power of regula­ 
tion and supervision over them. 
If the 
nation had that 
power, mind 
you, I 
should advocate as strenuously 
as 
I 
know how that the power should be 
exercised with extreme caution and 
self-restraint. 
No good will come from 
plunging 
in 
without 
having 
looked 
carefully ahead. 
“The first thing we w ant is the pub­ 
licity, and I do not mean the publicity 
and 
I 
do not 
mean 
the 
publicity 
as a favor by some corporation. I mean 
it as a right from all corporations af­ 
fected by the law. 
I w’ant publicity as 
to the essential facts Jn 
which 
the 
public has an interest. 
I want the 
knowledge given to the accredited rep­ 
resentatives of the people of facts upon 
which those representatives can if they 
see fit, base their actions later. 
"Tlve 
publicity 
itself 
would 
cure 
m any evils. The light of day is a great 
deterrent to wrong doing. Tf the mere 


"At present we are going to do the 
best we can with strawless bricks, but 
remember they are bound to be straw- 
less, and finally men and women of 
New England, men and women of a 
state that represents so much, that has 
always represented so much that is 
highest and best in the spirit of true 
Americanism—finally I ask you to re­ 
member that after all has been done 
that can be done by governmental ac­ 
tion, after you have exercised your 
best 
wisdom and exercised 
it in 
the 
most resolute and lofty spirit, after you 
have given all the needed powrer to the 
national government, and after 
that 
power has been exercised in the wisest 
and most resolute fashion, it will still 
mean that w'hat has been done is not to 
make everything smooth for each man, 
but merely to give a better opportunity 
for each man to work out his own fate 
on good terms for himself. 
(Loud a p ­ 
plause.) 
“Wise laws can do something and we 
are not to be excused if we fail to insist 
upon those wise laws. 
Honest admin 
istration of the laws can do something 
more, and still less are we to be ex­ 
cused as a people if we condone or 
connive at a failure to administer the 
laws by the public servants of the peo­ 
ple, 
but after 
those laws 
have 
been enacted, after 
those laws 
have 
been enforced, it will remain true here 
in this country, as it has been true in 
every country throughout history, that 
the fundamental factor in each m an’s 
success in life must be that m an’s own 
character, the sum of the qualities of 
truthfulness, earnestness, energy, thrift 
and business ability on his part. 
(Ap­ 
plause.) 
“The 
state 
cannot 
carry 
anyone. 
The state cannot do as much for you 
as you can do for it. 
Under no cir­ 
cumstances will it be possible by a law' 
to shape conditions so th at each man 
shall succeed. 
"If the man has not got in him the 
stuff out of which he can work suc­ 
cess, the state cannot supply It. 
W hat 
can be done by the state, by the nation, 
is to make the conditions such that 
each man shall be able under the best 
circumstances, with everything most 
favorable to him, to work out his fate 
for himself. 
"If under those circumstances he 
falls. I am sorry for him. 
I will help 
him as far as possible. 
I will lift him 
up if he stumbles, but I won’t try to 
carry him, fo r.that is neither healthy 
for him nor for me.”

"The Submarine and Land .Telegraphs 
of the W orld," is the title of a mono­ 
graph prepared by the Treasury Bul eau 
of Statistics which will appear in ^he 
forthcoming Monthly Summ ary of Com­ 
merce and Finance. 
It presents some in­ 
formation regarding the subm arine tele­ 
graphs of the world, which is especially 
Interesting at this time in view of the 
prospective construction of an all-Ameri­ 
can cable across the Pacific. 
It shows 
th a t the submarine telegraphs 
of

world number 
1,750. 
Their 
aggregate 
length is nearly ZOU,U00 miles; their total 
cost is estimated at $276,OOO,OOO, and the 
number of messages annually transmitted 
over them is more than 6,000,000. 
All the 
grand divisions of the earth are now con­ 
nected by their wires und from country 
to country aud island 
to 
island 
tho 
words and thoughts of mankind are in­ 
stantaneously transmitted. 
Beneath 
all 
oceans save the Pacific, the universal lan­ 
guage which this system has created, 
flows uninterruptedly and man talks as 
face to face with his fellow man at the 
antipodes. 
Darkest Africa 
now 
con­ 
verses daily with enlightened Europe or 
America, and the great events of 
the 
morning are known 
in 
the 
ei 
throughout the inhabited world. 
Adding 
to the submarine lilies the land-telegraph 
systems by which they are connected and 
through which they bring interior points 
of the various continents into Instantane­ 
ous communication, the totul length of 
telegraph lines of the world is 
1,1X0,000 
milos, the length of their Bingle wires or 
conductors 3,600,000 miles and the totul 
number of messages annually sent about 
400.000.000, or un average of more than 
1.000.000 each day. 
In the short half century since the prac­ 
ticability of Bubmarine telegraphy was 
demonstrated, the electric wires have in­ 
vaded every ocean except the Pacific.

Pleads Strongly for a Muni­ 
cipal Code Bill

COLUMBUS, Ohio, A uk. 25—The Ohio 
legislature convened at 2 p. in. today, 
In extraordinary aeaalon, to enact law* 
to provide for the government of mu- 
ntcl pall tie* and to restore lost juris* 
diction 
to the 
supreme 
court 
these 
m atters having been rendered chaotic 
by the action by that court during the 
early summer. 
After 
roll call 
the governor'* mes­ 
sage, 
accompanied by a municipal c ode 
bin, prepared under the Jurisdiction of 
the chief executive, was received. 
Adjournm ent wa* then taken. 
In his message*. Governor Nash first 
calls attention to the act passed 
last 
May, depriving the supreme court ot 
nearly all appellate 
Jurisdiction 
for* 
merly possessed by the court. The re­ 
peal of the act Is recommended. 
Continuing, the message says: 
“During the last days of June the mu 
Pleine court of the state handed down 
several decisions which practically de­ 
prive our municipal corporations of all 
government. 
It is apparent that this la 
ait extraordinary occasion which neeus 


remedy at the earliest possible moment. 
Constitutional government m ust be re* 
stored to our cities and villages. 
The 
labor demanded of us is not so much a 
work of 
construction ss of 
readjust­ 
ment. The question now Is not what 
we think would 
be a model municipal 
government but what we can get con­ 
sidering the constitutional 
limitation* 
and the circumstances surrounding us. 
The task must be approached with a 
spirit of give and take and with a de­ 
termination to 
accomplish 
something 
which will bring order out of chaos. It 
is time enough to attem pt to have our 
favorite Ideas In regard to municipali­ 
ties Incorporated Into law when order 
has been restored and when the gener­ 
al assembly has ample tame at Its reg­ 
ular session to discuss 
and 
consider 
them,” 
The governor then traces briefly the 
history of constitutional government of 
municipalities in Ohio and advised that 
the legislature Ignore the requests for 
a constitutional convention. 
He rec­ 
ommends enacting the code 
bill 
em* 
bodying his Ideas of what Is needed.

After discussing the trust question, 
he said: 
“Now, w hat I hope to see Is power 
given to the national legislature which 
•hall make power real. It would be an 
excellent thing if you could have all 
the states act on somewhat similar 
lines so that you would make it unnec­ 
essary for the national government to 
act, but all of you know perfectly well 
th a t th# states will not act on similar 
lines. 
"No action has been taken with ref­ 
erence to the question of dealing by 
the states as a collective body with the 
great corporations. 
Here in Massa- 
chusette you have w hat I regard on the 
whole as excellent corporation laws. 
“I think th a r most of our difficulties 
—here again remember that I ain not 
promising the miilenium, It Is not in 
our power to promise th at—I say that 
most of our difficulties would be in a 
fair way of solution if we had the 
power /to put on the national statute 
books, and did put on them laws for 
the nation much like those which you 
have here on corporations in M assa­ 
chusetts. 
(Applause.) 
Ho you can see, 
gentlemen, I am not advocating 
a n y ­ 
thing very revolutionary (laughter)-—! 
am advocating action to prevent an y ­ 
thing revolutionary being done. 
(Ap­ 
plause.) 
“Now, if we can get adequate con­ 
trol by the nation of 
these 
corpora­ 
tions, 
then we can 
pass legislation 
which will give us the power of regula­ 
tion and supervision over them, 
lf the 
nation had that 
power, mind 
you, I 
should advocate as strenuously 
as 
I 
know how that the power should be 
exercised with extreme caution and 
self-restraint. No good will come from 
plunging 
in 
without 
having 
looked 
carefully ahead. 
“The first thing we want is the pub­ 
licity, and I do not mean the publicity 
and 
I 
do not 
mean 
the 
publicity 
as a favor by some corporation. I mean 
it as a right from all corporations a f­ 
fected by the law. I w ant publicity as 
to the essential facta in 
which 
the 
public has an interest. 
I w ant the 
knowledge given to the accredited rep­ 
resentatives of the people of facts upon 
which those Representatives can if they 
see fit, base their actions later- 
"The 
publicity 
itself 
would 
cure 
m any evils. The light of day Is a great 
deterrent to wrong doing. If the mere

is undertaken it will not be eompro 
mised, settling upon the basis th a t the 
government wins. 
“And of course, gentlemen, no laws 
am ount to anything unless they are ad 
ministered 
honestly 
and 
fearlessly. 
You have got the administration, but 
the law unless enforced will am ount to 
nothing. 
Ho that something can be 
done by that. 
"Then I believe—I am not going to 
.say I am sure of It—but I believe it is 
possible to fram e national legislation 
which shall give us more power than 
we now have, at any rate, over corpor­ 
ations doing an interstate business, 
cannot guarantee that because In the 
past it has more than once happened 
that we have got laws on the statute 
bonks which those who made them in­ 
tended to mean one thing and when 
they came up for decision it was found 
that the intention had not been suc­ 
cessfully put Into effect. 
"But I believe that some legislation, 
that additional legislation can be had, 
but I think we have got to make up our 
minds to the fact that if it proves on 
effort th a t we cannot under the con­ 
stitution as it is give the national ad ­ 
m inistration sufficient power in deal 
ing with these great corporations, then 
no m atter w'hat our reverence for the 
past, our duty to the present and the 
future will force us to see that more 
pow'er is conferred upon the national 
government, and when that power has 
been conferred then it will rest wdth 
the national government to exercise it. 
(Applause.) 
"FAIR CHANCE ALL TH A T STATE 
CAN GIVE.’ 
“At present we are going to do the 
best we can with straw less bricks, but 
remember they are bound to be straw- 
less, and finally men and women of 
New England, men and women of a 
state th a t represents so much, that has 
always represented so much that is 
highest and best in the spirit of true 
Americanism—finally I ask you to re­ 
member that after all has been done 
that can be done by governmental ac­ 
tion, after you have exercised your 
best wisdom and exercised 
it in 
the 
most resolute and lofty spirit, after you 
have given all the needed power to the 
national government, and after 
that 
power has been exercised in the wisest 
and m ost resolute fashion, it will still 
mean that w hat has been done Is not to 
make everything smooth for each man, 
but merely to give a better opportunity 
for each m an to work out his own fate 
on good term s for himself. 
(Loud a p ­ 
plause.) 
"Wise laws can do something and we 
are not to be excused lf we fail to insist 
upon those wise laws. 
Honest adm in­ 
istration of the laws can do something 
more, and still less are we to be ex­ 
cused as a people if we condone or 
connive at a failure to adm inister the 
laws by the public servants of the peo­ 
ple, 
but after 
those laws 
have 
been enacted, after 
those laws 
have 
been enforced, it will rem ain true here 
in this country, as it has been true in 
every country throughout history, that 
the fundam ental factor in each m an’s 
success in life m ust be that m an's own 
character, the sum of »the qualities of 
truthfulness, earnestness, energy, thrift 
and business ability on his part. 
(Ap­ 
plause.) 
"The 
state 
cannot 
carry 
anyone. 
The state cannot do as much for you 
as you can do for it. 
Under no cir­ 
cum stances will it be possible by a law 
to shape conditions so th at each man 
shall succeed. 
"If the m an has not got In him the 
stuff out of which he can work suc­ 
cess, the state cannot supply It. 
W hat 
can be done by the state, by the nation. 
is to m ake the conditions such that 
each man shall be able under the best 
circumstances, with everything most 
favorable to him, to work out his fate 
for himself. 
"If under those circumstances he 
fails, I am sorry for him. 
I will help 
him as far as possible. I will lift him 
up if he stumbles, but I won’t try to 
carry him, for that is neither healthy 
for him nor for mo." 
(Loud applause.)

SUGAR QUESTION 


Russian Minister Threatens to 
Disregard Treaty Relations 


(Correspondence of Associated Press.) 
ST. PETERSBURG, Saturday, Aug. 9.— 
The last note of M. W itte, the Russian 
minister of finance, to the foreign press 
on the sugar question has not been pub­ 
lished In Russia. 
Among those Russians 
who have read it in foreign newspapers 
it appears to have caused unbounded as­ 
tonishment. 
M. W itte's conviction “th at 
in this question the powers will be guided 
by their Interests and not by what is 
right, and his threat, in case any Increase 
of duties is enforced 
against 
Russian 
sugar, th at “the Russian government will 
consider Itself to disregard treaty stipu­ 
lations when it thinks fit,” along with the 
Byst* rn of guerilla tariff w arfare he laid 
down, are considered 
as out-Witteing 
even the Russian finance minister. 
The 
Russian critics of M. W itte point out 
th a t as the sugar convention will become 
effective after the expiration of most of 
the Russian commercial 
treaties, 
the 
finance minister will be wise not to ‘take 
general measures against the powers col­ 
lectively,” but to adopt “measures which 
will be the most advantageous for Russia 
in the special circurasances of each case.” 
They also point out th at about a year ago 
M. Witte 
was fulminating threats 
of 
w hat he would do in case Germany car­ 
ri* d out her tariff policy, threats of which 
nothing more hus been heard. 
Always a subject of lively Interest, M. 
W itte and his financial system and poli­ 
cy have lately more than ever engaged 
the serious attenlon of Russian econom­ 
ists and men of affairs generally. 
They are filled with unconcealed mis­ 
givings when they consider the situation 
of the country alter ten years of his ad­ 
ministration and it Is expressing m atters 
mildly to say th at the possibility of his 
plunging he country into a series of com­ 
mercial conflicts has caused 
downright 
alarm in wide circles of the Russian pub­ 
lic. 
The anxiety from this source would 
be intensified if it were not suspected that 
Al Witte in Indulging in a bit of bluff. 
Since M. W itte p rocu red the closing 
of the Im perial free econom ical society 
a fte r over IOO years of honored activ ­ 
ity, his critics h ave been largely s i­ 
lenced, except In p riv a te conversation 
a n d in foreign publications. 
Lately, however, 
th ey 
have taken 
courage. 
T he last fo rm al o n slau gh t is 
m a d e in the P reussisch e Ja h rb u c h e r by 
P a u l R ohrbach, who uses R ussian m a ­ 
terials and cites R u ssian authors.
